great combinations and vast enterprises 
it is not inconceivable that financial and | 
Industrial panics, not b> speak of national ; 
crises, wight he precipitated by a conflict ! 
between capital and labor. These two [ 
potent forces are tow in such a state of , 
th«.rough orgauisfttton that disputes lie- 
tw**n •h«‘u» cannot be confined- within j, 
narrow local circles. On this continent 
especially the organisation of labor U so ;

East, and especially the larger part of 
the population which is unable to ac¬ 
cumulate a reserve of resources in expec¬ 
tation of the inevitable “rainy day,** be¬ 
cause of a lack of coal during the present 
winter, has aroused the public mind to 
the point of being ready to' take any ne¬ 
cessary measures to prevent such a thing 
occurring again. a In one part of the 
United 8rates the purely sentimental oh- t 
Jertion to compulsory arbitration has | 
boon completely swept away. The poo- ! 
pie of the state of lVunsylraBia have 1 
Buffered industrially, financially, physl- j 
callv and morally through the prolonged j 
•trike of last year. The Governor of the 
state believe* that snch n not he* dispute 
■hmihl l*c prevented by the only author¬ 
ity that has fnll p«w** to prevent the 
precipitation of such another state of, 
affair*. In urging upon the l’ennsyl- 
-vanin state legislature the necessity for | 
the adoption of a compulsory arbitration 
■ct. Governor Stone said: 

"In my judgment, a compulsory arbi¬ 
tration law could and should be passed 
for the-iwltouent #t ditlicilU6t JHWKMK 1 
employers and employees. Such a law la I 
ebtrr'ly constitutional and feasible from 
a police standpoint. Iboking upon strikes I 
aa injurious to the public, harmful toao- 
cielr and destructive to life and property. I 
They are generally settled after all harm 
has been done. Why should (hey not be | 
settled before the harm is done, and be- i 
forr large losses occur to life and pro¬ 
perty? 

“Wa should recognize strikes aa exist- | 
lag evils and ns dangerous to the public 
good, and, while mindful of the rights of 
both employer and employee, adjust 
them from n higher standpoint, namely, 
for the good of society, the preservation 
of the pnhlii- peace and of life and pro¬ 
perty. When a large strike t* settled 
we delude ourselves with the thonght 
that no more will occur. We should 
contemplate them as likely to again 
occur with the same results as in the 
past. Without criticizing employers or 
r»plnyeeii,»without blnfuing either. xPe 
nbould so legislate’ ns to prevent the ro- 
cnrruuce of these disturbances.** , 

Strike* in their modern development 
are esserrtlally inttuical to the well-being 
of tl.e community, and should be declar¬ 
ed unlawful. When they occur, reapon- . 
aibility fi*r their occurrence must rest 
upon either employer or employee. The 
aarlhod of In the 

past is probnhly the most unsatisfactory 
one that could be devised. After a con¬ 
flict of days, weeks or months, involving 
great loss to the parties directly interest¬ 
ed snd to the state, some on*- emues for¬ 
ward and suggests an investigation with 
a view to a settlement. This ohsolrte 
and barbarous procedure should -be ye- 
▼ersed and the disinterested party called 
fa‘before thrire was an opportunity for 
a lockout or q strike. Surely some way 
could be devised of submitting grievances 
ur disputes to a competent, impartial and 
conservative tribunal. It is claimed that 
the Australian compulsory . arbitration 
art has t»ecn a failure and has resulted 
fa the paralysis of Industry; also that no 
power on earth can compel a man to 
work if ha has made up his mind to re¬ 
frain. But surely Australia has not a 
zaonnpoly of statesmanlike wisdom. We 
of this continent might profit by her ex¬ 
periences. We might also when dispute* 
a rue- decide whether the institution com¬ 
plained against was treating its employ- 
era fairly. Workmen who refused to nr- 
crpt the decision could take their depar¬ 
ture to more congenial fields. There 
would be no lark of> successors when 
popular opinion had mad*- its pnmounce- 
mml. 

The Postmaster-General of Canada 
Relieves public opinion In Canada U not 
yet prepared to nerept a compulsory 
arbitration act. The one he proposes to 
fatmdncc is not likely to be os effective 
. aa could be wished, but it is a “step in 
the right direction.” Disputants who itre 
sincerely desirous of a peaceful adjust¬ 
ment of their differences should ba^eady 
to take advantage of its provision*. The 
idea #l%i|TOW.

L»FE OF QUtiEN VICTORIA^ | 

Th* appearance of A biography of . 
Queen Victoria from the press of Great 
Britain ha® called attention anew to 
some incident* in the life of one | 
Hi the really great character* of Brit¬ 
ish history. All the great aewspapers i 
review the work of the biographer #yu»- j 
pathetically, and give a digest of it 
which is of coanldtfnUn potttieal inter- j 
e«t, apart from the light it thrown on 
the domestic life, the joys and the bit- j 
ternean of the sorrows, of toe late Queen. 
We summarize the remarks of the Post: 
Of the life of the Queen before her mar¬ 
riage there in little to be said, nave that 
it was happy,rand that to the end of her 
day* she preserved some of Ibe iugeni- 
ousnrss, simplicity ami gaiety of U*o**' 
years.. After she became Queen and 
before her marriage she hsd some diffi¬ 
culties with her Ministers which were 
not wholly duo to them, but thereafter 
she trained hefadf to become th* great 
est Constitutional Monarch that this 
country has ever known. It is impos¬ 
sible to read Mr. Lee's admirable bio¬ 
graphy and not perceive how much was 
due to the influence of the Prince Con¬ 
sort. During his life he was the object 
of susplciou and calumny. But he never 
flinched from the pursuit of that high 
ideal of duty which he bad set before 
him, and by bin example aa much aa by 
hi# Jove and companionship the Queen 
was strengthened in her devotion to that 
ideal of sovereignty the attainment of 
which made \pr ao beloved of her 'peo¬ 
ple and respected by the civilised world. 
The life of the Queen during the years 
succeeding her marriage la fally told by 
Mr. Lee. Her leanings throughout that 
period were toward* the Whigs, y«-t the 
Tories bad never any jost reason to 
complain. For her impartiality as a 
Sovereign was one of her greatest 
claims to the admiration and respect of 
her people. Foreign politics were from 
the firat her peculiar care and study. A* 
time passed sho became more and more 
the guardian of the aecreta of European 
politics, and her judgment was seldom 
at fault. She was likewise an Imperial- 
1st long before any of her Ministers had 
grasped the idea of the Empire which she 
lived to see consolidated by t-he late war. 
One of the first thing* that occupied her 
attention after her aepe as i o n to the 
Throne was the rebellion in Canada and 
the mission of Lord Durham which end¬ 
ed in hi! humiliation, bat'fa the estab¬ 
lishment of the principle for which he 
contended, and on which the greatnees 
of the Colonial Em j lire la founded. The 
Queen sympathized with him to the foil, 
“und she bitterly lamented bis untoward 
fate.” ^The last net of her life was to 
encourage her people by her splendid 
fortitude end self-denial to 'Continue the 
struggle In Booth Africa, on which the 
dratiny of the Empire depended. 

The great tragedy of her life wa* the 
death of the Prince Consort. From that 
moment all her gaiety disappeared, and 
An almost excessive seriousness char tea 
terised her attitude to the world. Her 
sole d ■•dre waa to do her duty without 
eny thonght of the consequence* to her¬ 
self. No monarch aver-worked harder 
for her people than Queen Victoria. She 
never spared horarif. Whatever ah* 
thought to 1 m- right she did with a whole* 
hear ted nea* that commanded instant ad- 
mi ra thin. When she knew she could 
trnat i 'Minister she trusted him im¬ 
plicitly, though ahn Insisted on being 
fully informed ih» to every twi*t and 
turn of policy. But where, her sympa¬ 
thies were not engaged she was an un¬ 
tiring critic. Mr. Gladstone, In his 
copious way, made her vgry tired in the 
later jfc-nrs of her life, bat, even Ihongn 
he titot^ her. he did not get it all hia 
own qr«7- I>i*rccii, on the contrary, 
she regarded with affectionate admira-
